A British Captain Brings Important 


News from Porto Rico. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—The British steamer Tyrian 


which sailed from San Juan do Porto Rico, June 6, arrived 
today. Captain Angrove reports tbat the Spanish torpedo 
aoat destroyer, Terror, was in port when ho sailed, with 
steam up and stored with coal, water and provisions. He 
adds that very little damage was caused by the bombardment 
of Admiral Sampson's fleet ou May 12.

Surgeon General Sternberg [Believes 


Danger Awaits Troops. 


WASHINGTON, Jane H.-Snrgoon 


General Stern beru ot the army believes a 


great meuace awaits our troops vUoh aro 


to occupy Santiago. Bo has been recent- 


ly quoted as saying that yellow fever will 


not prove mere harmful to the troops 
than diseases which are common in the 
northern latitudes. Tha reports which 
Genera Sternberg has made to Secretary 
Alger are quitu to the contrary. He said: 


"I havo not expressed any snob optimis- 


tic opinion, and regret to say that 16 Is 
not justilled, either by my studies relat- 
ing to yellow fevur or by my personal ex- 
perience. History teaches that when a 
considerable number of unprotected per- 
sons lire exposed In a yellow fover In- 
fected locality during the months when 
this disease ia moat prevalent (May 1 to 
Novembei 1 In the latitude of Havana), 
an epidemic almost Infallibly results. In 
the lust week in April of last year there 
were 17 deaths and 70 new cases of yellow 
fever In tbo city of Havana. Now, sup- 
poio wci had a similar number of oacou at 


the same season iu Now Orleans, and that 
30,000 strangers from tha North should 
go there to spend the auuimor, what 
would bo the result? All past experience 
supports the belief thai a majority of 
them mould havo yellow fnver, aad that 
from 20 to JO per cent of those tukon sink 
would die. This is what I antic!pat< 
would happnn if we sent an army to oo 
oupy Havana or any other Infected Boa- 
port on tho Cuban coast dm ing the sum- 
mar months. 


"If, 
however, those troops nou'd bo 


oauipod upon high land in the Interior, 
and olorumatances ware such as to onaLle 
them to comply with all the exactions of 
modern sanitary science, I am of the 
opinion that our loss from yellow fevur 
would not bo serious 
But, in time cf 


war, military commando fa are expected to 
toko their troopn to points occupied by 
tho enemy, and a picnic in tbo Interior, 
with frequent changes of camp, eta., in 
perhaps not exactly what we may expuot 
I am not an alarmist, but I believe in 
looking facts fairly In tho face."
